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INTRODUCTION 



I« Gardening, In the perfection to which it has been : 
in England i is entitled to a place of considerable rank ai 
eral arts* It is as superior to landskip painting, as a : 
a representation: it is an exertion of fancy, a subject fc 
and being released now from the restraints of regularity, 
beyond the purposes of domestic convenience, the most beai 
most simple, the most noble scenes of nature are all withj 
ince: for it is no longer confined to the sopts from whicl 
its name, but regulates also the disposition and embellisl 
park, a farm, or a riding; and the business of a gardener 
and to apply whatever is great, elegant or characteristic 
them; to discover and to shew all the advantages of the p] 
which he is employed; to supply its defeats, to correct 11 
and to improve its beauties • For these operations, the o\ 
nature are still his only materials. His first enquiry, 1 
must be into the means by which those effects are attainec 
which he is to produce; and into those properties in the c 
nature, which should determine him in the choice and arrar 
them. 

Nature, always simple, employs but four materials in the < 
of her scenes, ground » wood , water , and rocks . The culti^ 
nature has introduced a fifth species, the buildings requj 
the accommodation of men. Each of these again admit of v* 
their figure, dimensions, colour, and situation. Every lc

OF GROUND. 

II # The shape of ground must be either a convex, a cor 
plane; in terms less technical called a swell, a hollow, t 
By combinations of these are formed all the irregularities 
ground is capable; and the beauty of it depends on the deg 
proportions in which they are blended. 

Both the convex and the concave are forms in themselves 
variety than a plane: either of them may therefore be adnj 
greater extent than can be allowed to the other; but leie] 
therefore totally inadmissible. The preference unjustly * 
in the old gardens, where they prevailed almost in exclusj 
other form, has raised a prejudice against them. It is f] 
reckoned an excellence in a piece of made ground, that eve 
part of it is uneven; but then it wants one of the three £

There are, however, occasions on which a plane may be p: 
hanging level often produces effects not otherwise attain* 
large dead flat, indeed, raises no other idea than that od 
the eye finds no amusement, no repose, on such a level: 11 
unless timely relieved by an adequate termination; and th« 
of that termination will compensate for its distance. A -\ 
plain, at the foot of a mountain, is less tedious than one 
less compass, surrounded only by hillocks. A flat therefc 
considerable extent may be hazarded in a garden, provided 
aries also be considerable in proportion; and if, in addil 
importance, they become still more interesting by their b< 
the facility and distinctness with which they are seen ov< 
makes the whole an agreeable composition. The greatness t 
beauty of the boundary are not, however, alone sufficient;

"The perfect est figure of a garden I ever saw, either at 
broad, was that of Moor Park in Hertfordshire, when I knoi 
thirty years ago. It was made by the Countess of Bedfordj 
amongst the greatest wits of hor time, and celebrated by ] 
and with very great care, excellent contrivance, and much 
greater sums may be thuowaa away without effect or honour, 
sense in proportion to money, or if mature be not followei 
take to be the great rule in this, and perhaps in every V 
as far as the conduct not only of our limws,but our gover 
shall see how natural that admired garden was.)

*One of the first gardens planted in this simple though stil 
style, was my father's at Houghton* It was laid out by Mr* 
imitator of Bridgman.

as to be beheld at once, he blotted out some parts by thick

III* A plain is not, however, in itself interesting; and 
deviation from the uniformity of its surface, changes its na| 
long as it remains a flat, it depends on the objects around 
variety and all its beauty; but convex and concave forms are 
pleaa}ngnd the number of degrees and combinations iito which 
cast is infinite: those forms only in each which are perfect 
must be avoided; a semicircle can never be tolerable: small 
large circles blended together; or lines gently curved, whic 
parts of any circle; a hollow sinking but litt\e below a lev

In ground which lies beautifully, the concave will genera 
within the same compass it shews more surface than a swell;

The varieties of a surface are essential to the beauty of it; 
tinued smooth-shaven level of foliage is neither agreeable nor n 
the different growths of trees commonly break it in reality, and 
shadows still more in appearance* These shades are so many tint 
which undulating about the surfaoe, are its greatest embellishme 
such tints may be produced with more effect, and more certainty, 
judicious mixture of greens; at the same time an additional vari 
be introduced, by grouping and contrasting trees very different 
from each other: and whether variety in the greens or in the for 
the design, the execution is often easy, and seldom to a certain 
impossible.

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Every variety in the outline of a wood must be a prominence, o: 
recess* Breadth in either is not so important as length to the oi 
and depth to the other* If the former ends in an angle, the latt< 
diminishes to a point, they have more force than a shallow dent, < 
dwarf excrescence, how wide soever. They are greater deviations : 
the continued line which they are intended to break; and their ef: 
to enlarge the wood itself, which seems to stretch from the most t 
point, back beyond the most distant to which it retires. The exl 
a large wood on a flat, but not commanded, can by no circumstance 
manifestly shewn, as by a deep recess; especially if that recess i 
so as to conceal the extremity, and leave the inagination to purst 
.'On the other hand, the poverty of a shallow wood might sometimes 1 
lleved by here and there a prominence, or clumps, fchich by their i 
parent junction should seem to be prominencies from it. A diaper 
with a continued outline, except when commanded, would not appear 
siderable* 

An inlet into a wood seems to have been cut, if the opposite pc 
of the entrance tally; and that shew of art depreciates its merit:

similar. Other points, which distinguish the great parts, should 
general be strongly marked; a short turn has more spirit in it the 
tedious circuity; and a line broken by angles has a precision and 
ness t which in an undulated line are wanting: the angles should ir 
commonly be a little softened; the rotundity of the plant which fc 
them is rometimew sufficient for the purpose; but if they are nel] 
down too much, they lose all meaning* Three or four large parts 1 
boldly distinguished, will break a veiy long outline; more may be a 
often ou :ht to be t thrown in, but seldom are necessary: and when 1 
woods are opposed on the sides of a nawrow glade, neither has so l 
occasion for variety in itself, as i;f it were single: if thgy are 
different from each other, the contrast supplies the deficiency tc 
and the interval between them is full of variety. The form of the 
val is indeed of as much consequence as their own: though the out] 
of both the woods be separately beautiful, yet if together they dc 
cast the open space into an agreeable figure, the whole scene is r 
pleasing; , and that figure is never agreeable, when the sides too c 
correspond; whether they are exactly the same, or exactly the reve 
each other, they equally appear artificial. 

Evary variety of outline hitherto mentioned, may be traced by t 
derwood alone; but frequently the same effects may be produced wit 
ease, and with much more beauty by a few trees standing out from t 
thick** > end belonging, or seeming to belong to the wood, so as to 
a part of its figure . Even where they are not wanted for that pui 
detached trees are such agreeable objects, so distinct, so light u 
compared to the coVert about them, that skirting along it in some 
and breaking it in others, they give an unaffected grace, v/hich ce

In a confined garden scene, which wants room for the effect of det

XX* The prevailing character of a wood is generally grandeur; 
principal attention therefore which it requires, is to prevent the 
cess of that character, to diversify the uniformity of its extent, 
lighten the unwieldiness of its bulk, and to blend graces with gre 
But the character of a grove is beauty; fine trees are lovely obje 
a grove is an assemblage of them; in which every individual retain 
or its own peculiar elegance; and whatever it loses, is transferre 
the superior beauty of the whole ♦ To a grove, therefore, which ad 
of endless variety in the disposition of the trees, differences in 
shapes and their greens are seldom very important, and sometimes t 
are detrimental.

Though a ferove be beautiful as an object, it i 
sides delightful as a spot to walk or to fit in; and the choice an 
disposition of the trees for effects within, are therefore a princ 
consideration* Mere irregularity alone will not please; strict or 
there more agreeable than absolute Gonfusion; and some meaning bel 
than none. A regular plantation has a degree of beauty; but it gj 
satisfaction, because we know that the same number of trees might j 
more beautifully arranged* A disposition, however, in which the ] 
only are broken, without varying the distances, is less natural t>i 
for though we cannot find strait lines in a forest, we are habitui 
them in the hedge-rows of fields; but neither in wild nor in culti 
nature do we ever see trees equidistant from each other: that rej 
belongs to art alone. The distances therefore should be striking:

relation* Each of these clunps is composed of several others stii: 
ultimately united; each is full of troupes, sometimes of no more t' 
trees; sometimes of four or five; and now and then in larger clust< 
an irregular waving line, issuing from some little croud, loses it;

perience has justified the experiment • If, however, we still have 
patience to mait, it is possible to secure both a present and a fi: 
effect, by fixing first on a disposition which will be beautiful u 
trees are large, and then interring ling another which is agreeable 
thqy are small.

The consequence of variety in the disposition, is variety in tr 
and shade of the grove; which may be improved by the choice of the 
Some are impenetrable to the fiercest Sun-beam; fcfchers let in h?re 
there a ray between the large masses of their foliage; and others, 
both of boughs and of leaves, only chequer the ground* Lvery deri 
light and shade, from a glare to obscurity, may be managed, partly 
the number, and partly by the texture of the trees. Differences c 
in the manner of their growths have also corresponding effects; tJ: 
a closeness under those whose branches descend low, and spread wid 
space and liberty where the arch above is high; and frequent trans 
from the one to the other are very pleasing. These still are not 
the varieties of which the interior of a grove is capable: trees i 
whose branches nearly reach the ground, being each a sort of thicl; 
are inconsistent with an open plantation: but though some of the 
acteristio distinctions are thereby excluded, other varieties nore 
sucoeei in their place; for the freedom of passage throughout brin 
every tree in its turn near to the eye, and subjects even differer 
in foliage to observation. These, slight as they may seen, are a;- 
able when they occur: it is true they are not regretted when want!

XXII # It has been already observed that clumps differ only in 
from a wood, if they are close; or from a grove, if they are open: 
are small woods, and small groves, governed by the same principles 
the larger, after allowances made for their dimensions. But besid 
properties they may have in common with woods or with groves, thei 
others peculiar to themselves, which require examination. 

They are either independent or relative; when independent, thej 
beauty, as single objects, is solely to be attended to; when relal 
the beauty of the individuals must be sacrificed to the effect of j 
whole, which is the greater consideration* 

The least clump that can be, is of two trees; and the best eff 
can have is, that^ their heads united should appear one large tree 
therefore of different species, or seven or eight of such shapes 
not easily join, can hardly be a beautiful groupe, especially if 
a tendency to a circular form. Such clumps of fire, though very 
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are seldom pleasing; thsy do not compose one mass, but afe only a 
fused number of pinnacles . The confusion is however avoided, by j 
ing them in succession, not in clusters; and a clump of such trees 
therefore more agreeable when it is extended rather in length then 
breadth . 

Th»ee treos together must forn either a right line, or a triage 
disguise the regularity, the distances should be very different. 
tinctions in their shapes contribute also to the same end; and var 
in their growths still more. When a strait line consists of two t 
nearly similar, and of a third much lower than they are, the even 
action in which they stand is hardly discernible. 

If humbler growths at the extremity can discompose the strict es 
gularity, the use of it is thereby recommended upon other occasion 
is indeed the variety peculiarly proper for clumps: every apparent 
fice affecting the objects of nature, disgusts; and clumps are sue 
tinguished objects, so liable to the suspicion of having been left 
placed on purpose to be so distinguished, that to divert the atten 
from these sumptons of art, irregularity in the composition is mor 
portant to them than to a wood or to a grove; being also less exte 
they do not admit so much variety of outline: but variety of growt 
is most observable in & small compass; add the several gradations 
may be oast into beautiful figures. 

The extent and the outline of a wood or a grove engage the attc 
more than the extremities; but in clumps these last are of the lios 
sequence: they determine the form of the whole; and both of them d 
generally in sight: great care should therefore be taken to mkke X 
agreeable and different. The ease with which they may be compare^ 
bids all similarity between them: for every appearance of equality 
gests an idea of art; and therefore a clump as broad as it is Ion 
less the work of nature than one which stretches into length. 

Another peculiarity of clumps, is the facility with which t-:ey 
a mixture of trees, and of shrubs; of wood, and of grove; in shor* 
every speoies of plantation. None are more beautiful than those ^ 
are so eomposed. Such compositions are, however, more proper in 
pact than in straggling clumps: they are most agreeable when they 
mass: if the transitions from very lofty to very humble growths, 
thicket to open plantations, be frequent and sudden, the disorder 
more suited to rude than to elegant scenes. 

XXIII* The occasions on which independent clumps may be appli 
raany f They are often desirable as beautiful objects in thonslevo 
are sometimes necessary to brefek an extent of l§wn, or a continue 
whether of ground or of plantation; but on all occasions a jealou 
art constantly attends them, which irregularity in their figure w 
always alone remove. Though elevations shew them to advantage, y 
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hillock evidently thrown up$f on purpose to be crowned with a clum] 
is artificial to a degree of disgust: some of the trees should th< 
be planted on the sides, to take off that appearance. The sane e: 
ent may be applied to clumps placed on the brow of a hill, to int* 
its sameness: they will have less ostentation of design, if they i 
in part carried down either declivity. The objection already mad< 
planting many along such a brow, is on the same principle: a sing: 
clump is less suspected of art; if it be an open one, there can b< 
finer situation for it, than just at the point of an abrupt hill, 
a promontory into a lake or a river. It is in either a beautiful 
ation, distinct by its position, and enlivened by an expanse of si 
of water, about and beyond it. Such- advantages may ballance litt: 
fects in its form; but they are lost if other clumps are planted i 
it: art then intrudes, ana the whole is displeasing. 

XXIV. But though a multiplicity of clumps, when each is an inc 
dant object, seldom seems natural; yet a number of them may, withe 
any appearance of art, be admitted into the same scene, if they be 
relation to each other; if by their succession they diversify a cc 
ued outline of wood; if between them they form beautiful clades; j 
all together they oast an extensive lawn into an agreeable shape, 
effect prevents any scrutiny into the means of producing it. But 
the reliance on that effect is so rreat, overy other consideration 
give way to the beauty of the whole. The figure of the glade, of 
lawn, of of the wood, are principally to be attended to: the fines 
clumps, if they do not fall easily into the great lines, are blenii 
their connect ions,theri contrasts, are more important than their 1 

A line of clumps, if the intervals be closed by others beyond 
has the appearance of a wood, or of a grove; and in one respect t 
blance has an advantage over the reality. In different points of 
the relations between the clumps are changed; and a variety of fo: 
produced, which no continued wood or grove, however broken, can fi 
These forms cannot all be equally agreeable; and too anxious a so: 
to make them every where pleasing, may, perhaps, prevent their be 
beaut if ul* The effect must often be left to chance; but it shoul 
studiously consulted from a few principal points of view; and it 
to make any recess, any prominence, any figure in the outline, by 
thus advancing before, or retiring behind one andKbher. 

But amidst all the advantages attendant on this species of pla 
it is often exceptionable when commanded from a neighbouring eminl 
clumps below the eye lose sone of their principal beauties; and a 1 
ber of them betray the art of which thgy are always liable to be I 
pected: they compose no surface of wood; and all effects arising I 
relations between them are entirely lost* A prospect spotted wit 
clumps can hardly be great: unless they are so distinct as to be 
or so distant as to unite into one mass, they are seldom an impro 
of a view. 



*XW# The proper situations for single trees are frequently 1 
as for clumps; the choice will often be determined, solely by the 



*^he introduction of foreign trees and plants, which we owe prin< 
to Archibald duke of Argyle, contributed essentially to the richi 
colouring so peculiar to our modern landskip.

Their situations will also frequently 
t ermine the species: if they are placed before a continued line oi; 
only to break it, they should commonly be similar to the trees in ; 
wood; they will else lose their connexion, and not affect the outlj 
which they are intended to vary; but if they are designed to be in 
dent objects, they are as such more discernible when distinguished 
in their shapes and their greens from any plantations about them. 
all, the choice, especially in large scenes, is much confined to 1 
trees on the spot; young clumps from the first have some, and sooii 
duce a considerable effeot; but a young single tree for many year^ 
none at all; and it is often more judicious to preserve one alreacj 
ing, though not exactly such as might be wished, either in itself \ 
its situation, than to plant in its stead another, which may be aj 
object, and better placed, in a distant futurity « 
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
